/ A resolution to limit the regular army to a 
maximum of 60,000 men was discussed by c 
the University Congress at is regular session 
in University Hall Saturday evening. Djamil- 1; 
iarity with the subject was displayed by none 
except the four members assigned to the sub- 
ject. The topic wlas, however, one which lent 
itself to the style of discussion adopted by the 
organization. The two members from Tenn- 
essee being particularly adept in repartee and 
possessing a faculty of quick witted confes- 
sion and avoidance, afforded the participants 
in the debate models of that style of debate. 
The member from Georgia, with a penchant 
for the character of public speaking modeled 
cn a famous eulogy of Duluth, succeeded in 
in a speech ordinarily dangerous to attempt. 
The Congress now has an enrollment suffi- 
cient to insure a satisfactory attendance at 
each meeting, while the interest and ability 
cf the members augurs a successful year. The 
debate scheduled for next Saturday evening 
is expected to provoke an unusually warm 
discussion. The resolution follows: “Re- 
solved, That a committee of five members be 
appointed to examine and report on the most 
advisable means for reducing the Congress- 
ional representation of such States as are liable 
thereto under the provisions of the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution.”
